After Two 
Meetings 


CAIRO, Sept. 4 (INS)— 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
stood as immovable as the an- 
cient Pyramids today against 
persuasive arguments from the 
Menzies committee for placing 
the Suez Canal under interna- 
tional management. 


In the background of the 
crucial talks between the Egvp- 
tian President and the London 
conference committee headed 
by Australian Prime Minister 
Robert G. Menzies, a new crisis 
appeared to be forming.

included both 
canal pilot issue and Egyptian 
secret police disclosures that 
their “spy ring” bag now total- 
ed 30 and was still growing. 
Diplomatic gloom over the 
chances of an early and peace- 
ful settlement of the Suez dead- 
lock was heavier than ever at 
the end of the first day's talks 
on the explosive canal situation. 


Nasser, flanked by his For- 
eign Minister Mahmoud Fawzi 
and his most important aide, 
Wing Cmdr. Ali Sabry, was a 
model of polite diplomacy as he 
greeted Menzies and his col- 
leagues, who included USS. 
Deputy Undersecretary of State 
Loy Henderson and representa- 
tives of Iran, Sweden and 
Ethiopia. 


But at the end of two opening 
day meetings that lasted a total 
of 80 minutes nothing had 
changed. 


Nasser accepted without com- 
ment an official copy of the plan 
proposed by U.S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles and 
approved by 17 other nations. 


He listened almost silently as 
Menzies reviewed step-by-step 
the deliberations and decisions 
reached at the 22-nation London 
conference which Egypt refused 
to attend although Ali Sabry 
Was on hand as an observer. 


Menzies re-emphasized all the 
arguments forwarded by the 
London majority for running 
the canal through an interna- 
tional management board which 
would include Egypt. 


When the talks resume this 
evening, Nasser is expected to 
repeat his oft-stated argument 
that international control of the 
canal would violate Egyptian 
sovereignty. 

Then, he is expected to leave 
the door ajar to see if the com- 
mittee has anything else to 
offer. 


Diplomatic speculation mount- 
ed that Menzies may be prepar- 
ed, perhaps secretly authorized 
by the Western Big-Three, to 
spring some kind of a compro- 
mise offer when it seems Nasser 
is beyond the point of persua- 
sion on the subject of interna- 
tional control of the canal. 


The diplomats believe Men- 
zies may sound out. Nasser 
along the lines of a compromise 
proposal that Spain presented 
at the London conclave calling 
for an international minority 
to be represented alongside an 
Egyptian majority on a manage- 
ment board. 


Pessimism in London 


LONDON, Sept. 4 (AFP)— 
Government circles in Britain 
remained pessimistic today con- 
cerning the outcome of the talks 
in Cairo on the Suez Canal. 


The circles stressed that Men- 
zies, Chairman of ,the Western 
delegation, did not plan to al- 
low the Cairo discussions to run 
over into next week, while Nas- 
Ser’s most recent declarations 
did not permit belief in a last 
minute reversal and his accept- 
ance of the principal of inter- 
national management of the 
canal. 

At the same time, they reaf- 
firmed that an Egyptian guar- 
antee concerning freedom of 
movement through the canal 
would not be deemed adequate. 
Only the establishment of an 
international canal-management 
bedy in which no power pre- 
dominated would constitute a 
sufficient guarantee, they de- 
clared. :

Suez Pilots 
Told to Stay 
On the Job 


PARIS, Sept. 4 (AP)—The 
Suez Canal Company said today 
it had ordered its employes— 
including pilots—to stay on the 
job during the current Cairo 
talks but after that the com- 
pany would not say. 


A brief company statement 
handed out to newsmen. here 
said the employes were now 
on the job “against their de- 
sires” and left the implication 
that any failure of the Menzies 
mission might bring new in- 
structions to the 525 non-Egyp- 
tian employes of the canal. 


The company statement said: 

“The canal company has 
given its non-Egyptian employes 
the order to continue working, 
against their desires, beyond 
Sept. 1 in consideration of the 
mission given to Premier Men- 
zies by the London conference 
and without fixing yet the ex- 
act duration of this new period 
of forced labor.”

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8 Tanks Mobilized 
To Nip Tenn. Riot 


OLIVER SPRINGS,  Tenn., 
Sept. 4 (AP)—Eighty National 
Guardsmen and eight tanks 
moved into Oliver Springs early 
today to take over the town on 
the heels of racial violence by 
an armed mob on main street. 

A guard official said the 
guardsmen, from nearby Clin- 
ton, plan to use tear gas as a 
first resort and then fire if neces- 
sary, 

The mob is bent on hitting 


the Negro section, the official 
said. “The element of surprise 
is out. They will know we're 
coming.” 


Adj. Gen. Joe Henry decided 
to send the guardsmen after a 
Negro man fired into a frenzied 
mob which was holding sway 
with shotguns on the town’s 
main street, and a deputy sheriff 
was wounded, apparently by 
mob members themselves, 

The guardsmen, who are 
moving by jeep from raciaily 
tense Clinton, 12 miles away, 
were brought in there Sunday 
to quell violence which fel- 
lowed racial integration of 


Clinton High School. 

Sheriff Glad Woodward said 
the Negro man was in a car 
which the mob of more than 
250 persons was rocking up 
and down on _ its springs, 
similar to a demonstration at 
Clinton Friday night. 

It could not be learned im- 
mediately just who shot the 
deputy sheriff, sitting in a 
highway patrol car, but Wood- 
ward said first reports indicat- 
ed that he was wounded in the 
shoulder by a member of the 
white mob, 

The sheriff added that he 
thought the Negro who did the 
shooting was holed up in a 
tavern, but the mob had five 
Tennessee highway patrol cars 
from Knoxille cut off in Oliver 
Springs and they could not 
reach him. Patrol Capt. 
George Burdette said he was 
sending reinforcements from 
Knoxville, about 35 miles” sotei,:' 
east of here.

Britain Asks Egypt | 


To Settle Old Debt 


LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP)— 
Britain called on Egypt vesier- 
day to settle an old debt to 164 
Britons dismissed without notice 
from their Egyptian jobs in 
1951. The claim amounts to 
nearly two million dollars. In 
a note, Britain reminded the 
Cairo Government it had for- 
mally assumed an obligation to 
compensate the affected offi- 
cials, 10 of whom have since 
died. 

“Lack of any adequate com- 
pensation payment...has_ in- 
evitably caused hardship... .” 
the note said. 

“Deep concern (is) felt in 
the United Kingdom over the 
successive delays. in meeting 
the obligation.” - 

Most of the 164 Britons work- 
ed in Egypt as teachers or uni- 
versity lecturers. They were 
discharged in December 1951 as 
a reprisal against the bulldoz- 
ing by British Suez Canal Zone 
forces of the village of Kasr 
Abdu.

Nabbed by Egyptians as Spy 


CAIRO, Sept. 4 (INS)—Brit- 
ish_ Embassy officials vainly 
searched last night for a miss- 
ing British national who was 
arrested by Egyptian authori- 
ties before dawn presumably in 
connection with the crackdown 
on an alleged anti-Egypt espion- 
age plot. 3 

Officials said they did not 
know the whereabouts of the 
Briton, John Thornton Stanley, 
40, since his seizure in his 
apartment early yesterday 
morning. Stanley is employed 
at the,Cairo office of the Pru- 
dential Assurance Company, 


The Egyptian Office of Infor- 
mation, meanwhile, announced 


that 30 arrests have been made 
in the crackdown on the alleg- 
ed espionage ring said to be 
working for Britain. The office 
said the prisoners were of 
“various nationalities.” 

Trials of the accused spies 
are expected to get under way 
in Cairo this week with the pro- 
secution demanding the _ su- 
preme penalty for wartime 
espionage—death. Egypt main- 
tains it is still at war with Is- 
rael although the alleged spies 
were said to be acting for Brit- 
ain.

U.S. View Would Tie 
Japan Down Further

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—An 
official U.S. legal interpretatior 
of the territorial issue in the 
deadlocked Japan-Soy’et peace 
negotiations, expected to be 
made known to Javan very 
soon, would further restrict 
Japan’s position in its dealings 
with Russia if faithfully fol- 
lowed, according io authorita- 
tive sources here. 


Washington’s view as such 
will be given to Tukyo in ac- 
cordance with a promise made 
by Secretary of Staite John Fos- 
ter Dulles to Japancse Foreign 
Minister Shigemitsu at London 
Aug. 24, 

These sources predicted that 
the U.S. view would be to the 
effect that Japan should not 
recognize the Soviet territorial 
demand in regard to «he Ku- 
riles and Southern Sakhalin. 

Such opposition to Japan’s 
complete acceptance of the So- 
viet territorial demand might 
be taken as supporting in a way 
Japan’s contention in the Mos- 
cow talks, they said. But ac- 
tually it would leave only two 
alternatives for Japan to take 
in future talks with Russia: 
(1) To repeat its past argu- 
ments: or (2) to retract its de- 
mands for return of Kunashiri 
and Etrorofu islands in the 
Southern Kuriles and seek 
Soviet “consent to settle the 
peace talks after reconfirming 


Japan’s renunciation of its ter- 
ritorial rights over the Kuriles 
and South Sakhalin without 
deciding their ownership. 


The U.S. Government is still 
sticking to the view that Japan 
may be allowed to admit its re- 
nunciation of the Kuriles and 
South Sakhalin according to the 
San Francisco Peace ~ Treaty, 
but should not recognize So- 
viet possession of them. 

Washington going beyond the 
provisions of Article 2 Clause 
C of treaty stipulating Japan’s 
renunciation of the two areas 
without determining their 
Ownership, opposes their in- 
Clusion in Soviet. territory be- 
cause it would mean Japan 
favored a nonsignatory to the 
treaty more than the signato- 
ries. This would run counter 
to the provisions of Article 26 
of the treaty. 


The sources added that Wash- 
ington. apparently intends to 
resume its past hands-off policy 
of the peace talks so long as 
Japan does not admit the Soviet 
demands for the Southern 
Kuriles. 

As for an international con- 
ference to decide the fate of the 
Kuriles and South Sakhalin, as 
Visualized in Japan, Washing- 
ton seems to be skeptical of its 
feasibility under the present cir- 
cumstances, os 
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Shigemitsu Says 


The problem of Prime Min- 
ister Hatoyama’s proposed trip 
to Moscow should be decided 
after ample deliberations, dec- 
lared Foreign Minister Shige- 
mitsu yesterday. 

Shigemitsu, in a press inter- 
view last evening, voiced his 
opinion that the problem was 
not of such an urgent nature as 
to require an immediate deci- 
sion.

Cabinet OK’s 
Huge Burma 
Claims Plan 


The Cabinet yesterday approv- 
ed a ¥19,100-millien working 
program for the payment of re- 
parations to Burma in fiscal 1956 
which was agreed upon between 
the governments of the two 
countries last week, 

The amount of Burmese re- 
parations claims accepted by 
Japan for fiscal 1956, the second 
year under the Japan-Burma re- 
parations pact, totals ¥3,100 mil- 
lion, Burma, however, can 
claim ¥19,100 million as claims 
carried over since the last fiscal 
year total ¥16,000 million. 


The amount of reparations 
to be actually paid during the 
current year, however, is esti- 
mated at ¥12,600' million—A 
¥5,400-miliion leftover from the 
¥5,600 million ‘earmarked for 
payment in fiscal 1955 and 
¥7,200 million, the yearly aver- 
age of reparations to Burma. 

Koichi Takagi, chief of the 
Foreign Office Reparations Sec- 
tion, told The Japan Times yes- 
terday that the execution of the 
reparations pact became smooth 
with the advent of the second 
year and that the business on 
the part of the Burmese Repara- 
tions Mission in Tokyo is being 
handled accurately and _ effec- 
tively. 

The payment of reparations 
is greatly contributing to the 
promotion of friendly relations 
between the two countries, he 
said. . 

Outline of the working de- 
tails follows: 


1, Reparations items newly 
requested include construction 
of a rolling stock manufactur- 
ing plant to be attached to the 
Burmese Ministry of National 
Defense, a cannery, a building 
stip and the Burmese Embassy 
building in Tokyo. 


Heavy machinery requested 
were various types of vessels 
to be assigned to customs offices, 
the Maritime Tranportation Bu- 
reau and the Rangoon Police 
Department, a hangar for the 
air force as well as foods, tex- 
tiles and sundry manufacturing 
machines. 


Cameras, bicycles, sewing 
machines, pumps and other 
light machinery and services 
for steel manufacturing are also 
scheduled to be offered, 


2. Reparations to be paid in 
the current year will be used 
chiefly for establishment of the 
Balu Chaung power plant due 
to be completed in 1958 and im- 
provement of land and marine 
transportation facilities and port 
equipment, Of the total repara- 
tions to be paid in the current 
year, slightly more than 73 per 
cent will be used for these pur- 


poses. 

3. In the field of services, 
dispatch of Japanese technicians 
and training of Burmese experts 
will be stepped up. 

4. The working program will 
be enforced retroactive from 
April 1, this year. 

Reparations contracts con- 
cluded between the two count- 
ries from last year up to 
August totaled ¥2,553 million 
in value, according to a For- 
eign Office checkup. Of this,

India Denies 


Viewing Role 
Of Mediator 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 4 (Kyo- 
do)—An Indian Government 
spokesman said yesterday that 
India was not considering ex- 
tending its good offices in peace 
negotiations between Japan 
and the Soviet Union. 

The spokesman made the 
statement in connection with a 
Japanese press report that For- 
eign Minister Shigemitsu hoped 
to break the deadiock in the 
negotiations with India’s help. 

The Indian official said, how- 
ever, that India may consider 
extending its help if a request 
is made by the countries con- 
cerned, 

There is no indication at pres- 
ent that either the Soviet 
Union or Japan has asked In- 
dian Prime Minister Nehru for 
his help. 

On the other hand, an auth- 
oritative source in New Delhi 
ruled out the _ possibility of 
Nehru offering to mediate in 
the peace negotiations even if 
Japan asks him to do so. 

The source pointed out that 
the Japan-Soviet negotiations 
do not have direct bearing on 
India and that the country does 
not think that the suspension 
of the negotiations would pose 
a threat to peace in Asia. 


Tax Pact Initialed 
By Japan, Sweden 


The Foreign Office disclosed 
vesterday that a Japanese-Swe- 
dish treaty intended to prevent 
double taxation on income and 
tax evasions was initialed at 4 
p.m. the same day at the For- 
eign Office between Sumio Hara, 
Chief of the Tax Bureau of the 
Finance Ministry of the Japa- 
nese Government and M. H. E. 
Hedborg, Chief of the Legisla- 
ture Bureau of the Finance Min- 
istry of the Swedish Govern- 
ment. 

The treaty, for whith the 
negotiations had been conduct- 
ed in Tokyo since Aug. 28, will 
go into effect upon its formal 
signing and exchange of ratifi- 
cations.

Prime Minister Hato- 
yama last night expressed 
firm determination to visit

The Prime Minister told No- 
busuke Kishi, Secretary-General 
of the Liberal-Democratie Party, 
and Mitsujiro Ishii, Executive 
Board Chairman of the same 
party, that the tenor of argu- 
ments expressed at yesterday’s 
meeting of Cabinet members 
and other meetings have con- 
vinced him that the time is 
ripe for him to visit the Rus- 
sian capital, 


He asked the two key party 
executives to do their best to 
obtain the. full support of the 
party to this plan, 


The main-current faction, de- 
termined to push through the 
problem with little loss of time 
in order to avoid aggravation 
of the situation, apparently in- 
tends to reach a definite con- 
clusion during the day. 

However, there is still strong 
opposition to Hatoyama’s plan 
from those who maintain that 
the peace “negotiations should 
be resumed after he retires 
from office and the renovation 
of the political structure is car- 
ried out. 

The above, coupled with the 
problem of ‘working out con- 
crete plans with which to pro- 
ceed with the peace talks, is 
bound to intensify the intra- 
party strife in the future. 

Kishi and Ishii will report 
Hatoyama’s request at a meet- 
ing continued from yesterday, 
of the seven key executives of 
the party this afternoon and 
propose to discuss the early 
unification of opirions within 
the party. 

Opinion was strong at yester- 
day’s meeting that these issues 
could not be settled only on the 
basis of reports made by Shige- 
mitsu on the day of their return 
to Tokyo, 

Prior to meeting with Kishi 
and Ishii, Hatoyama last even- 
ing invited senior party leaders 
representing various factions to 
his residence. 

At the meeting, opinions both 
in favor of and against Hato- 
yama’s proposed trip were dir- 
ed, but opinion favoring the 
trip was slightly stronger. 

Yesterday morning all Cabi- 
net Ministers except Hatoyama 
and Shigemitsu met at the 
Prime Minister’s residence to 
seek means of saving the post- 
Moscow situation. Agriculture- 
Forestry Minister Ichiro Kono 
and others supporting the idea 
of Hatoyama’s going to Moscow 
for a final attempt to reach 
agreement. with the Soviets, 
argued that the question should 
be left up to the Prime Minis- 
ter himself. But no decision 
was reached,

USIA Head Sees 
Curtain Cracking 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP) 
—The head of the U.S. Informa- 
tion Agency (USIA) told Con- 


gress yesterday that “the Iron 
Curtain is showing signs of be- 
coming more porbus.” 


In a letter submitting to Con- 
gress a report on USIA activities 
in the first half of 1956, direc- 
tor Theodore C. Streibert said: 

“The Iron Curtain is showing 
signs of becoming more porous, 
the ghost of Stalin walks, and 
the attitude toward communism 
in many countries is increas- 
ingly one of doubt.” 


Streibert said his agency’s 
goal is to “effectively counter 
the hostile propaganda of world 
communism and, at the same 
time, vigorously project aboard 
the truth of what we stand for.” 


He said that “despite recent 
shifts in tactics, dramatic 
renunciations and political man- 
euvers, the Kremlin leaders 
have made it clear that they 
have not abandoned their goal 
of a world Communist order.” 


‘Silk Curtain’ Reported 
As Rigid as Old Iron One 


VIENNA, Sept. 4 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Refugees from Commu- 
nist Hungary reported today 
that Hungarian border guards 
are replacing the old Iron 
Curtain fortifications with a 
spider-web of wires. They 
called it the “Silk Curtain.” 


A number of escapees who 
made it over the new obstacles 
described them as extremely 
thin wires spread along the 
border.

Blame Against U.S. 


LEIPZIG, E. Germany, Sept. 4 
(AP)—Communist Poland sud- 
denly has dropped its charge 
that the United States and other 
Western powers instigated the 
bloody Poznan worker’s revolt, 
a Polish Communist source dis- 
closed last night. 

The source said that 150 
Poles involved in the Poznan 
uprising last June will go on 
trial starting in mid-Séptember. 
But all will be tried on what 
the source described as criminal 
and not political grounds. 

“The Polish security police 
investigated the charges that 
‘Western powers conspired in 
the rioting but found no eyi- 
dence to support the charges,” 
the source said. 

The entire Soviet bloc was 
rocked by the impact of the 
Poznan “bread and freedom” re- 
volt two months ago. 

The Soviet Union and its 
satellite countries in a prop- 
aganda barrage later accused 
American and other Western 
agents of sparking the uprising. 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles repeatedly was 
named by the Reds as a prime 
mover behind the revolt. 

The U.S. State Department 
denied the charges and retorted 
that the Poznan uprising which 
reportedly took hundreds of 
lives was simpl¥ a workers’ re- 
volt against unbearable living 
conditions. 

The news that Poland now 
has junked these charges was 
brought to this German city 
behind the Iron €urtain by a 
responsible Polish Communist

Dulles, backed by substantial 
legal evidence, takes the view 
that any such Panamanian sov- 
ereignty is “a titular sover- 
eignty” and that the U.S. has 
access to the zone forever, 

In a 1903 convention, he 
points out, Panama granted the 
U.S. “in perpetuity” all rights, 
power and authority within the 
zone “which the United States 
would exercise if it were the 
sovereign.” | 

This convention also specified 
these American rights would be 
exercised “to the entire exclu- 


public of Panama of any such 
rights.” 

Boyd does not challenge the 
accuracy of these words. He 
disagrees, however, on their 
interpretation. Those rights 
were granted, he says, “exclu- 
sively for the purposes of the 
canal and nothing else.” 
“There is no doubt,” he says 
emphatically, “that the treaty 
of 1903 does not grant the U.S. 
sovereignty over the Panama 
Canal Zone.

Dysentery Bared 
In Chiba Prison 


CHIBA, Sept. 4 (Kyodo)—A 
dysentery epidemic has broken 
out among the 1,500 inmates of 
the Chiba Prison here. 


An examination by Chiba 
Prefecture hygiene experts of 
convicts suffering from diar- 
rhea since Ayg. 27 has reveal- 
ed so far 23 carriers of four dif- 
feren. types of dysentery germs. 

One of the prison cooks is 
suspected to be the source of 
the epidemic. 


Meanwhile, the Sanitation 
Bureau of the Metropolitan 
Government warned yesterday 
against dysentery and food 
poisoning with the return of 
summer heat. 

The bureau received a report 
that 68 children and staff mem- 
bers of a child welfare institu- 
tion in Itabashi had been con- 
firmed as dysentery cases up to 
yesterday. The institution takes 
care of 200 polio-stricken chil- 
dren, 


Also, a factory in Arakawa 
Ward notified the bureau yes- 
terday that 20 workers had 
developed toxic symptoms after 
eating slices of raw octopus 
Saturday evening. Another 
plant in Koto Ward also report- 
ed poisoning among its 14 em- 
ployes from eating octopus. 


Stiffer ‘Legislation 


Justice Minister Ryozo Maki- 
no and Prosecutor General To- 
suke Sato agreed at a meeting 
at the Justice Ministry yester- 
day on the enactment of an in- 
dependent law against violence.

SAS Polar Planes 
To Pass Winnipeg 


WINNIPEG, Sept. 4. (AP)— 
Transpolar airliners of Scandi- 
navian Airlines which for near- 
ly two years have stopped re- 
gularly at Winnipeg to refuel, 
will bypass the city starting 
Oct. 8 when new and larger 
planes go into service. 

Since transpolar flights were 
launched Nov. 15, 1954, the 
company’s DC-6B planes have 
made the 5,800-mile trip from 
Los Angeles to Copenhagen 
with stops at Winnipeg and 
Sondre Stromfjord, near the 
Arctic Circle on the west coast 
of Greenland.

Rice Import Cuts 
To Be Studied 


The Government is expected 
soon to start studying Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Minister Kono’s 
plan designed to minimize pos- 
sible adverse effects on Japan's 
exports to rice-producing coun- 
tries as a result of the expected 
cut in Japan’s rice imports from 
those countries. 

According to Kono, who pro- 
posed the plan, contracts will 
be concluded in advance for 
future imports of rice but ac- 
tual purchases will be postpon- 
ed. Japan’s exports, however, 
will be counterbalanced in 
trade accounts by the future 
rice imports. 

Minister of _ International 
Trade and Industry Tanzan 
Ishibashi is reportedly support- 
ing the Kono plan, which ex- 
tends a sort of Government 
credit to rice producing nations. 

With bumper rice crops ex- 
pected for the coming rice year, 
fiscal 1956-57’s estimated rice 
import of 1,230,000 tons is ex- 
pected to be halved. Further- 
more, Japan’s imports of rice 
from Thailand, Burma, Taiwan 
and other Southeast Asian na- 
tions are expected to decrease 
in fiscal 1957-58 as well. 

Under the circumstances, the 
Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry is said to fear that 
rice imports, if cut, will ad- 
versely affect Japan’s exports to 
those nations.

World Output 
Of Farms Up 


ROME, Sept. 4 (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—World agricultural output 
rose by about 3 per cent 
in 1955-56 compared with the 
previous year, but the main in- 
creases were in the areas most 
troubled by surpluses, the 
United Nations Food and Agri- 
culture Organization (FAO) 
stated in a report released here 
today. 

The report was circulated to 
the members of the 24-nation 
FAO Council which opened a 
fortnight session at FAO head- 
quarters here yesterday. 


Output rose considerably in 
North America for the first time 
in the past three years, despite 
acreage limitations in the United 
States, and there was also a 
marked rise in Oceania, the re- 
port said. 

“In the rest of the world, the 
increases were smaller though 
the Far East registered its larg- 
est gain for some years, and in 
some regions production declin- 
ed slightly. 


| “Production developments in 
1955-56 thus did nothing to re- 
duce the long-standing inequal- 
ities between the well-fed and 
underfed regions.” ° 


The volume of world agricul- 
tural trade rose by 5 per cent 
in 1955, to reach its highest level 
since the war but prices gen- 
erally continued to drop so that 
the increase in the value of 
world trade was only about one 
per cent, FAO said. 


Looking to, the future, the re- 
port said: “The deteriorating 
position of the farm population 
continues to cause anxiety. 


“In spite of the .added ur- 
gency caused by surplus stocks, 
only a beginning has so far 
been made toward reducing pro- 
duction and marketing costs in 
order to bring more and better 
food within the reach of the 
poorer consumer,” 


It added that there was little 
likelihood of any significant re- 
ductions in surplus stocks dur- 
ing 1956-57. : 


Yugoslavia to Build 


New Aluminum Plant 


BELGRADE, Sept. 4 (Kyodo-: 
UP)—An aluminum processing 
plant to be built soon with So- 
viet and East German help will 
nearly double Yugoslavia’s al- 
uminum production and quad- 
ruple its manufacture of finish- 
ed aluminum products. 


Yugoslavia is Europe’s second 
biggest producer of the bauxite 
ore aluminum comes from. Its 
ore reserves are estimated to be 
the largest in Europe. But only 
one aluminum processing plant 
exists in the country, with an 
annual production of 50,000 tons 
of aluminum oxide and 15,000 
tons of aluminum, 

The new plant, to be built 
with the help fo a $175,000,000 
Soviet-East German loan, will 
produce more than 100,000 tons 
a year, including 37,500 tons 
of rolled aluminum and 25,000 
tons of aluminum alloys. The 
rest will be aluminum oxide.

Adm, H. J. Tiedemann, chief 
of marine affairs of the Office 
of Economic Coordinator, told 
United Press the main drive 
under the joint ROK Govern- 
ment-International Cooperation 
Administration is directed to- 
ward replacing overage and un- 
economical vessels. 

Eight oceangoing ships, all of 
which will enter trade along 
South Korea’s coast and to 


nearby Asian ports, have been] 


delivered to the Korean Mer- 
chant Marine under the ICA 
assistance program. 

The vessels, each about 5,000 
dead-weight tons, will be oper- 
ated by the Korean Shipping 
Corporation, which controls 
about 75 per cent of the Repub- 
lic’s maritime industry. 

The major emphasis in the 
Korean shipping industry is 
— on intercoastal shipping 

ecause the country’s mountain- 
ous interior makes extensive 
railroad building and operation 
a costly undertaking. 

Korean shipping leaders esti- 
mate about one-fifth of South 
Korea’s industrial capital is 
tied up with the maritime in- 
dustry. 

Today, there are 56 oceango- 
ing vessels’ sailing Korean 
coastal waters and limited in- 
ternational routes. Gross ton- 
nage has more than doubled 
since the beginning of the Ko- 
rean War. 

A total of 8,381 vessels of all 
types were registered with the 
Government as of June, 1956, 
according to Kim Won Soon, 
director of the Marine Bureau.

Backs BOAC Plan

LONDON, Sept. 4 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Sir Hudson Fysh, chairman of 
Qantas Empire Airways Ltd., 
said at London Airport last 
night on his arrival from Syd- 
ney that he strongly supported 
BOAC in its demand for permis- 
sion to buy American jet air 
liners for its Atlantic services. 

“If BOAC does not order 
either the Boeing or the DC-8, 
I fail to see how it can remain 
competitive on Atlantic routes,” 
he said. . 

Qantas Operates London-Syd- 
ney air services in partnership 
with BOAC. 

“In addition to this partner- 
ship,” said Sir Hudson, “BOAC’s 
future plans for the Atlantic 
are of great interest to my cor- 
poration, because our Pacific 
routes from San Francisco to 
Australia ares dependent on 
BOAC for feeding it with U.K.

Higher and Higher 


Without question, expansion 
is still the keynote of the Japa- 
nese economy. 

Industrial production in July 
showed little change fron 
June—but it was 27 per cent 
greater than the same month 
last year. 

Department store sales — a 
good index of over-all business 
activity—have been running 
about 20 per cent over last year. 
Freight loadings, too, are 10 
per cent higher. 

New Peaks in Export 

Exports have shown no sign 
of a downturn; instead they are 
climbing to new peaks. How- 
ever, because of the rise in im- 
ports of essential raw materials, 
the favorable balance of pay- 
ments is likely to be consider- 
ably more modest this year than 
in 1955. 

The only blot on an other- 
wise excellent record is the 
price situation. On Aug. 25, 
the index of wholesale prices 
reached 168.8—the highest level 
since the outbreak of the Ko- 
rean War. The average figure 
for August represented a rise 
of nearly 10 per cent over 12 
months ago. 

At the same time, the retail 
price level has remained decep- 
tively stable—about two per 
cent higher than last year, 
Since the index is weighted 
heavily in favor of food, cloth- 
ing and fuel—all of which have 
shown little change in price— 
it does not refiect the serious 
raw materials problem that is 
worrying producers of durable 
goods. 

Jron-Steel Shortage 

The rise in wholesale levels is 
primarily the result of a con- 
tinuing shortage of iron and 
steel. Most items in the index 
showed only a moderate climb 
over last year—but iron and 
steel in August were priced an 
alarming 44 per cent higher 
than 12 months previously. 

Looking at it another way, 
output of metals is running 
about 20 per cent over last year. 
But on the demand side, produc- 
tion of steel vessels has more 
than doubled and total machin- 
ery output was 36 per cent 
greater in June and well over 
55 per cent larger in July com- 
pared with 1955. 

If Japanese industrialists 
could figure out*a way to re- 
lieve the steel shortage, the 
wholesale price climb could be 
halted. MITI’s decision to al- 
locate an additional $30 million 
for import of iron ore and 
Scrap should help. However, 
the corrective measures seem 
to be coming rather late and 
a good deal of the damage is 
already done. | 
Getting Squeezed 


For the manpfacturer is 
clearly getting squeezed. Al- 
ready, German and Italian

machinery firms are  under-| 


selling their Japanese competi- 
tors in the Southeast Asian 
market. The Japanese maker 
cannot afford to raise his ex- 
port price—yet his costs are 
rising sharply. 

If the trend continues, an in- 
crease in quotations for finished 
durable goods may be inevita- 
ble. Without question Japan 
will then find it more difficult 
to sell abroad. 

In other sectors of the eco- 
nomy the outlook is good. Coal 
shipments in July ‘were 15 per 
cent higher than one year ago. 
Textile output during the first 
half of the year was 20 per cent 
above last year, chemicals about 
the same. Petroleum products 
are up about 30 per cent. 
Inventory Situation 

The inventory situation bears 
close watching. Stockpiles of 
most raw materials (including 
imports) have been rising stead- 
ily through the first half of the 
year. But despite the higher 
level of operation, stocks of 
finished goods are smaller than 
last year. 

Unfortunately, there is a ten- 
dency among Japanese business- 
men to compla:‘n when inven- 
tories are rising and rejoice 
when they are dropping. For 
the individual firm, low ‘inven- 
tories obviously mean that it is 
selling everything it makes. 

But when inventories decline 
against a steady rise in produc- 
tion, the economy as a whole 
may suffer. The manufacturer 
who holds a small stock of 
finished goods may not be able 
to fill a temporary spurt in de- 
mand. 

On a nationwide scale, this 
could mean a damaging price 
rise. 

Urge to Sell 

Japanese businessmen have 
long had a deep-seated reluc- 
tance to stockpile anything 
they can sell immediately or, 
conversely, to accumulate raw 
materials they do not im- 
mediately require. 

Yet? a reasonably high in- 
vestment in inventory is one 
thing that keeps an economy 
stable. The lack of adequate 
stockpiles is partly responsible 
for the violent price fluctuations 
in Japan. It also accounts for 
the exaggerated price move- 
ments in this country whenever 
quotations for imported raw 
materials move upward. 

This doesn’t mean that manu- 
facturers should keep ware- 
houses full of last year’s sew- 
ing machines. But certainly the 
size of the inventory should 
bear some relationship to the 
level of demand and output.

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Liberal-Democrats and Factionalism 


The curse of the Liberal-Democratic Party today is 
factionalism. Carried to its extreme, it may spell the doom 
of that party, and the doom of the conservative cause in 
Japan. But the party bosses who are so busily tearing 
their party apart show no appreciation of this fact. 

In its existence of almost’one year since the merger of 
the two conservative parties last November, the Liberal- 
Democratic Party has failed completely to erase the poten- 
tial division in their party as represented by the hyphen 
in its name and to halt the intensification of the intraparty 
struggle for power. 

Because of this factional strife which the party leader- 
ship has been wholly unable to control, the Government 
and the party could not agree upon a unified policy toward 
the Japanese-Soviet negotiations from their very beginning. 
And now, faced with the critical deadlock of the talks, the 
Liberal-Democrats have chosen to magnify their differences 
instead of closing ranks in the national interests. 

The various groups within the party are actually utiliz- 
ing the negotiations with the Russians as a means of 
furthering their own selfish ambitions. 


The return of Foreign Minister Shigemitsu and Am- 
bassador Matsumoto with their report on the course taken 
by the Moscow talks should have provided the opportunity 
to work out an agreement on Japan’s policy toward the 
Soviets. The result has been, however, to intensify the 
bitter intraparty struggle with each faction trying to bend 
to their best advantage the differences between the opin- 
ions expressed by the two negotiators. 

Some have chosen to support Foreign Minister Shige- 
mitsu’s assertion that there.is no further room for nego- 
tiations and that it would be useless for Prime Minister 
Hatoyama to make a trip to Moscow. Others, however, are 
just as strongly backing the reports that Mr. Matsumoto 
is said to favor the view it would still be worthwhile for 
the Prime Minister to make another attempt to negotiate 
with Russian leaders. 

Nothing is wrong in itself, of course, with the existence 
of differences of opinion on matters of this great national 
importance. But what is not understandable is the way in 
which the various rival factions are going about emphasiz- 
ing their views. 


There is a complete hack of a frank exchange of opin- 
ions among the feuding elements within the Government 
party. Instead of debating outstanding issues among 
themselves, they are actually carrying on their rivalry 
through the medium of the press. 

When Secretary-General Kishi came out with his re- 
cent statement—interpreted as signifying his break with 
the group around the Prime Minister—that Mr. Hatoyama 
should not go to Moscow unless he was certain of Soviet 
concessions, he made no prior attempt to consult Prime 
Minister Hatoyama. He went blithely on his own, choos- 
ing to ignore his responsibility as one of the key leaders of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party. | | 

Even now the various factions—of 30 or 40 members— 
are meeting here and there in the city, scheming to further 
the selfish interests of their individual group. And yet, the 
Liberal-Democratic Party is supposedly a party of men 
united by common ideals and political beliefs, 


It is true, of course, that there is unity among the 
members of the single factions. But there is only disunity 
as a political party. The Liberal-Democrats are thus speed- 
ing along the course of disintegration. 

The present situation is a result of overly ambitious 
politicians trying desperately to cut each other’s throats to 
gain party hegemony and of a party leadership that has 
failed completely to exert itself. Thus there is no frank 
and open discussion of important issues; there is only 
Suspicion and covert activities. There is no attempt by 
the leadership to enlist understanding and support or to 
enforce party discipline; there is only anarchy. 

Confronted with an issue as significant and far-reaching 
as the determination of the course to be taken with regard 
to the Japanese-Soviet negotiations, the ideal course for the 
Liberal-Democratic Party would be to present all shades of 
opinion and to wait upon the Prime Minister to assert his 
leadership through a wise decision which would be binding 
upon the party as a whole. 


If the Liberal-Democratic Party is to retain its identity 
aS a Major political party, it must make up its mind which 
way to go. It cannot go both ways at once. It cannot go 
one way and pretend to go another The people know 
what is taking place within the party, and it is showering 
no credit on the Liberal-Democrats. If Government party 
should faiter at this crucial point, the Socialists are waiting 
to take over. 

The prestige and future growth of the conservative 
influence in Japan depend upon the ability of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party to reach a definite decision as a united 
party working in the interests of.the nation and the wel-

For the first time in the his- 
tory of the United States there 
are more than 20 million women 
and girls employed—nearly 31 
per cent of the total labor force 
of 65 million persons.

WASHINGTON — Republican 
leaders aren’t talking about it 
but they aren’t at all happy 
about three scandals festering 
under the nose of the Grand 
Old Party.

Here are the three smells per- 
colating up to the Republican 
nostrils: 


Smell No. 1—is in Sacramento 
just a few miles from the re- 
cent conclave of distinguished 
republicans. Republican dele- 
gates at San Francisco ignored 
it. But Johnson, long-time Re- 
publican treasurer of California, 
is in hot water.

It has also been revealed that 
Johnson placed $22,000,000 of 
State funds in the Crocker-

Smell No. 3—flared up in 
Chicago while the Democrats 
were meeting there, but they 
were too busy to pay much 
attention. 

There Republican state audi- 
tor Orville Hodge has been sen- 
tenced to 20 years in jail for 
stealing a million-and-a-half 
dollars from the Illinois State 
Treasury. 


The interesting thing, how- 
ever, is how Hodge managed to 
get away with this without be- 
ing stopped by Illinois Governor 
Stratton and other members of 
his Republican administration. 

Hodge had well-known gang. 
ster connections. He is reported 
to have received heavy cam- 
paign contribution from the 
underworld and may have 
siphoned some of the dough 
dipped out of the Illinois State 
Treasury into buying a night 
club in Las Vegas. 


But the amazing fact is that 
the Stratton administration 
either was not alert or did 
nothing to stop him. Morton 
Hollingsworth, Illinois finance 
director, appointed by Governor

WHERE MONSOONS MEET, Edited 
by Donald Moore, George G. Har- 
rap & Co, Ltd. London, 1956, P. 
279, Price . lés. 


Donald Moore, who has writ- 
ten two eminent Eastern travel 
books, presents a picture oi 
Malaya and also Singapore, two 
regions in Southeast Asia that 
have come since the war’s end 
to take on added importance in 
world affairs. He does this in 
the form of an anthology, cull- 


ing the best writings of the 
past century on the two 
regions, 


The result is a book teeming 
with the finest literature that 
one can ever hope to come 
across in many a year. Moore 
has for his book, drawn upon 
the writings of Somerset 
Maugham, H. M. Tomlinson, 
Spencer Chapman and Sir T. S. 
Raffles among the greats, the 
last himself the subject of 
several anecdotes in the book. 

Essentially, the book is about 
the people of Malaya, Singa- 
pore, Penang and other places, 
the Malays, the Chinese, the 
white planters and finally to- 
ward the conclusion the Japa- 
nese in their brief hour of oc- 
cupation in the last war. He 
has not been remiss in this an- 
nounced dedication to tell in 
the book about the people who 
make up Malaya. 

There is also the story on 
tin, rubber, the forests and 
rivers that the Malay considers 
an integral part of him, the 
bustle of Singapore, one of the 
world’s greatest shipping ports, 
and of the tigers, elephants and 
crocodiles.

Peiping Does Not Qualify for Membership 


W. G. Garder is a well-known 
Australian writer as well as an au- 
thority on China. He is now on 
a lecture tour of Britain. In the 
August issue of a Taiwan maga- 
zine he writes an article “Commu- 
nist China and the United Na- 
tions” in which he urges that Pei- 
ping is not qualified for United 
Nations membership. Here is what 
the author has to say in his article. 
—Editor. : 


TAIPEI—The admission of 
Communist China to member- 
ship in the world organization 
is a question of which we shall 
be hearing and reading much 
as the next meeting of the United 
Nations Organization draws 
nearer. Already the friends of 
Peiping are vigorously cam- 
paigning with Pandit Nehru of 
India and his henchman, Krish- 
na Menon, acting as publicity 
agents. 


There are leaders in the Free 
World so devoted to the passive 
philosophy that they will will- 
ingly sacrifice Free China to- 
morrow if they thought that ad- 
mitting Communist China into 
the United Nations would secure 
peace for their own countries. 


Tt is time, then, Garder says, 
that recalls the ease against 
such admission was stated by a 
Britisher for objection to such 
admission is not by any means 
confined to Americans and Free 
Chinese. Here in Britain, 
Garder adds, one hears very de- 
liberate statements in opposi- 
tion to such admission. But un- 
fortunately these have no offi- 
cial backing and even the press 
is not very willing to publish 
oA But such opposition does 
exist. 


Quality Counts 


However, he continues, cer- 
tain preliminary questions call 
for attention. There is for in- 
stance the demand for univer- 
sality of membership of which 
very much is said in some quar- 
ters. But universality of mem- 
bership has no inherent value. 
It is quality that counts, not 
quantity. Any organization, 
local or national, political or 
otherwise, can only function as 
long as its members honor 
certain conditions. Otherwise 
there would be chaos. 


Most of the members which 
comprise the assembly of the 
United Nations have been mem- 
bers of political parties in their 
own country. In fact their 
presence at the United Nations 
Assembly has been a result of 
such membership which was 
possible only because they satis- 
fied certain ambitions. 


Universality of membership 
in the United Nations is to be 
welcomed provided each new 
member can prove itself capable 
of honoring the conditions of 
‘membership as defined in the 
U.N. Charter and in itself it has 
no value. 


Another preliminary con- 
sideration calling for attention 
is the oft-repeated assurance 
that admission of Communist 
China to U.N. membership would 
not mean an endorsement of 
communism, Of course the peo- 
ples of the world might know 
this but the leaders behind the 
Bamboo Curtain would not. 
Peiping would use it for such 
propaganda purposes that those 
enslaved millions will never 
know the mind of the Free 
World. Indeed to them such an 
act would be regarded as a 
great betrayal. 

Ethical Norm 


In the same article Garder 
says: then we are constantly re- 
minded that in such matters 
moral issues cannot be con- 
sidered and... . politics must be 
the only concern. But the U.N. 
Charter has existed as_ the 
ethical norm of the United Na- 
tions and if that is to be 
dishonored, then the United Na- 
tions would surely go the way 
of the ill-fated League of Na- 
tions. The package deal last 
year was a disquieting sign 
that the United Nations may 
not continue to command the 
respect of the world and keep 
her on the conscience of man- 
kind. And if the United Nations 
is not to have any morale 
purpose but develop simply into 
a debating society then it will 
have failed in its purpose. 

Having cleared the ground 
the author makes an urge with 
these words: Let us now look 
at the case against the admis- 
sion of Communist China to 
U.N. membership. First, Com- 
munist China is not devoted to 
peace. One of the major aims 
of the United Nations is the 


preservation of world péace. Its 
members are supposed to be 
united in this. But Communist 
China has been declared by the 
United Nations an aggressor in 
Korea and she is still at war 
with the United Nations there 
as no treaty has yet been signed, 
only an armistice is still operat- 
ing. How then can Communist 
China be admitted as a member 
of a body against which it is 
at war, Garder asks, and then 
he continued to say; any admis- 
sion of Communist China to 
membership would mean that 
it is possible to shoot one’s way 
into the world organization. 
Once that happens the United 
Nations might as well dissolve 
for it will not have ground to 
retain the respect or confidence 
of small countries or the peo 
ple of the world at large. 


Condition Unfulfilled 


Secondly, Communist China 
does not fulfil the first condi- 
tion of membership. Commu- 
nist China has not honored the 
Charter of Human Rights and 
this charter is one of the most 
important expressions of the 
mind and wili of the United 
Nations. But Communist China 
is a known slave state with mil- 
lions of its subjects living in 
bondage and sweating until 
death in labor camps. It is not 
necessary to speculate as to the 
exact number of these, it is 
sufficient to note that Peiping 
itself admits the brutality of 
these camps. 

Can the nations of the world 
claiming to be part of modern 
civilization and professing to be 
interested in preserving the es- 
sential human rights of the peo- 
ple receive into their midst as 
a member such a state that has 
outreached every corner of hu- 
man justice and slaughtered all 
the recognized rights of human 
beings? That is another ques: 
tion the author puts forward, 


Thirdly, Communist China 
will not have any place among 
the civilized peoples of the 
world. Communist China does 
not respect the people of China, 
the Peiping Government has not 
been elected by the free and 
secret vote of the Chinese peo- 
ple; it has not the consent of 
the governed; it does not speak 
for the Chinese millions on the 
mainiand. On the contrarv 
there is abundant evidence that 
if those millions have have their 
way the Government Govern- 
ment would be destroyed for it 
is not a government at all by 
democratic standards but a ruth- 
less and bloody control. 


Aims to Use U. N, 


And Garder’s fourth point is 
this: Communist China plans to 
use the United Nations to de- 
stroy Free China, Communist 
China is not interested in pro- 
moting either peace or human 
freedom, its only purpose in 
seeking admission to the United 
Nations is to present if possible 
the attempt of Free China to re- 
gain the mainland from the Com- 
munists, Communist China will 
then be in the position of de- 
claring that any attempt by Free 
China to regain the mainland is 
an act of aggression. If Com- 
munist China were a member of 
the world body, then even if 
Free China set out to liberate 
the mainland it would ask the 
United Nations to take note of 
what it would call an aggression 
by Free China. Yet, the author 
writes, Free China exists for the 
one purpose of releasing the 
mainiand from bondage. The 
morale and spiritual forces ori- 
ginating in Free China must 
sooner or later inspire the peo- 
ple on the mainland to revolt 
and Communist China fears this 
and Peiping is anxious to be in 
a position to brand Free China 
as carrying on subversive activi- 
ties and destroying peace. This 
is the sinister motive of the Chi- 
nese Communist campaign to be- 
come a member of the world 
organization. 


As his last point the Aua- 
tralian writer has this to say: 
Communist China seeKs to in- 
crease her prestige by entering 
the United Nations. She wants 
a world platform from which 
her spokesmen may be able to 
command world attention, And 
Garder points out that the 
United Nations would offer 
such a platform. We know 
how in 1954 at Geneva Com- 
munist Chinese Premier, Chou 
En-lai stole the stage and used 
it to talk to the world. What 
a triumph if he could go to 
the United Nations and win 
the attention of the nations of 
the world.
